RoTLaND, Vr, January 21.—The citizens

plosion, which was heard for twenty miles 
uway. 

It proved to be the explosion of the 
works on the premises of I. E. Bradford & 
Co.’s knitting mills. The gas, it seems, had 
leaked from the pipes until the air was 80 
titled that it took fire from the boiler, com- 


The explosion 
lifted the roof and burst out the walls of the 
building so that the roof fell back, crushing 
many employees. The fire spread 
all Over the building, and it was half 
consumed before the fire could be got 
under control. It was a fearful scene. 
Many of the women, screaming terribly, 
were inside of the building, and it was not 
in the power of any one to help them. Ten 
me knowu to be killed.

The New Chief Justice. 


The President’s third choice is as con- 
spicuous for ob:curity, as his first was for 
partizan notoriety, or the second for eminent 
capacity. Even well-informed pcople are 
not ashamed to asked, Who is Waite Y—and 
yet the lucky man is flity-eight years old. 
We say lucky, perhaps, rather hastily, for 
his weight in the mysterious Executive ser- 
sions of the wayward Senate is still an unsct- 
tled matter. 

It appears that he is the son of the late 
Chief Justice Waite, of Connecticut, wo 
was one of the leading jurisis ok New Eng- 
land. He was graduated at Yale College at 
the ege of twenty-two; went West” in 1838, 
locating at Toledo, Ohio, where he studied 
law with S. M. Young, his subsequent part- 
ner for eighteen years. In 1871 he appeared 
as one of the counsel for the United 
States before the Geneva tribunal. 
If his work on that commission was great 
and valuable to the country, his associates 
stole all his thunder, for the name of Morri- 
son R. Waite is scarcely knowa in that con- 
nection. At the present time he is President 
of the Oliv Constitutional Convention. He 
is pluin Mr. Waite, having never filled 
a judicial office, Lut it is said 
that he twice declined a seat on the Supreme 
bench of his State. Admiited only a year 
ago, on motion cf Caleb Cusbing, he has 
never had a case before the court over which 
he is now called to preside. It is reported 
that he once collected a claim for the Presi- 
dent, who has ever since entertained a high 
notion of his juridicial ability. All admit, 
however, that be stands at the head of the 
bar in his locality; and he may safely be set 
down as a favorable specimen of loyal 
meciocrity in the legal line. 

Ilis political record is brief, which is 
greatly to his professional credit. In 1849 
he was clected a member of the Ohio Legis- 
lature, and served with some distinction. In 
1862 he was an unsuccessful candidate for 
Congress; aud after that defeat he never 
came to tue surface as a candidate for 
a purely political « flice. 

Mr. Waite is a man of considerable cul- 
ture, and possesses these amiable qualities 
which fit a man for social trinmphs, Alto- 
gether, perhaps, we ovght to be sati-:fled. 
The President might not pul: from the big 
pond of obzcure talent, a fourth candidate as 
well qualified aud respectable. The present 
nomineo will be confirmed—possibly Das 
been before this. Out of politics and too 
obscure any way to have much influence with 
that awful man of Richmond, bis loyalty 
will not be questioned. The landaulet 
and Mr. Roane will now pass into history; 
the ridiculous chapter of blunders will be 
closed, and the great office filled on the well- 
established principle of three times ard 
out.”

BALTIMoRS, January 16, 1874. 

It is uppermost ia my mind to thank you 
as I begin a letter for THE CONSTITUTION to- 
day, for the analysis of the sermon recently 
preached by the Rev. Mr. Leftwich, of your 
city, on the demoralizing influence of the 
theater as itis. Some years ago, an Atlanta 
minister had occasion to speak of the same 
thing terms somewhat similar. Edwin 
Forrest, who heard the discourse, is reported 
as having.concurred in its sentiments.

I suppose you breathe easier now that Con- 
gress has repealed the salary grab law.

Although South Carolina took Fort dump- 
ter in December, 1860, and shortly after- 
wards Governor Brown took Fort Pulaski 


ande and the United States Arsinal at Angusta, 


yet the State of Georgia did not take part 
in the rupture between the general govern- 
ment, and South Carolina until the adoption 
of her Ordinance of tecession on the 19th 
day of January, 1861. The war continued 
so far as Georgia was concorned until about 
the let of May, 1865. Peace was restored, or 
“declared,” however, so far as the Confederate 
States government was concerned by the 
surrender of General Joseph E. Johnson on 
the 27th April, 1865. The following debts 
therefore created or contracted by the State 
duriog the war have been paid by the State 
a since the close of the war, 
viz; 

BONDS AND NOTES OR BILLS PAID. 

The bonds ($100,000) issued by the State 
February 1, 1861, due February 1, 1881, is- 
sued by the State to raise money 
“SUFBRICIENT to pay her installment,” or 
to pay her subscription to 
the Atlantic and Gulf Railroad. The inter- 
est slone having become due, the same has 
been annually paid since 1866. 

The notes or bills of the State road issue 
as change bills in 1862 and 1€63 for ban 
notes and Confederate Treasury notes, under 
act of December, 1861, also have been paid 
in greenbacke, dollar for dollar, by authority

By the act of February 18, 1873, $1,000 
was appropriated to Willis A. Hawkins to 
pay for services rendered by Dr. B. F. Head 
aod Messrs. Reid, Coffin & Ship in smallpox 
cases in 1862 and 1863, and on judgments 
obtained in Sumpter and Lee counties. 

By the act of February 22, 1878, $150 was 
arpropriated to the widow of Theodore W. 
Montford for the services of her husband as 
Solicitor General from the 1st of February, 
1862, to the 28ih of September, 1862. 

With the above exhibit, it would seem that 
about everything and everybody that were 
authorized under what is called the “Repu- 
diating Ordinance of 1865,” to be paid for 
their; services, etc., (between three and four 
hundred persons, including the holders of 
State Road notes and Atlantic and Gulf 
Bonds,) have been paid except the public 
printer and those civil officers who “agreed” 
to take State bonds or “epecie” after the war, 
for their salaries during the war, by taking 
State bonds during and even after the war 
or as late as the 91h of May, 1£65, which had 
a promise on their face that they should be 
“receivable” at any and all times into the 
State Treasury, in payment of “all dues to 
the State,” and with the further substantial 
agreement that ‘State bonds” or “specie” 
would be given for the same six months after 
the close of the war. 

The notes of these civil officers thus taken 
by them during the war and after the close 
of the war for their civil services, at “specie 
rates,” have not only not been “received” into 
the State Treasury “in psyment of all dues 
to the State,” as promised. These civil offi- 
cers (for whose benefit the “proviso” in the 
“repudiating ordinance” was adopted) not 
only have not had “state bonds” given them 
for their notes six months after the close of 
the war, or as soon as the first Legislature 
could assemble and order the bonds issued, 
as they had a right to expect, but 
they huve not been paid either in “specie” 
or even “greenbacks” for the same, hile. 
on the other hand, not only other civil offi- 
cer3 have been paid on their accounts“ 
alone, over eight years ago, and also lawyers, 
doctors, small pox nurses, card factory men, 
etc., but even speculators and traders in this 


specie or greenbacks, during the war, have 
had tke interest on their bonds paid aud have 
had their notes paid, dollar for dollar, in 
greenbacks. Was ever rank injustico more 
fully exhibited than in this state of things? 

With this exhibit, therefore, and other 
facts presented by me, I cannot believe that 
the present Legislature will fail or refuse to 
mete out to me, or the poor civil officers of 


speculator, or trader of this and other States 
who usually employ “lobbyists” “attorneys, 
or “agents” to “manage” for them and get 
their claims paid by the Legis:atures.

If I cannot have it paid by the 
present Legislature without employing or 
paying for such help, III lose it, III jet it 
“rot first.”

Your Committee believes that there are many debtors 
who are forced into bankruptcy, and who act fairly, 
honorably, and legally in the matter; with such par- 
ties we sympathizs, and regard them as entitled to 
the respect and confidence of the trade.
